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for  our  fourth  anniversary  issue,  as  in  the  years  past, 
was    donated    by    KPFK's    old    friend    GENE    HOLTAN. 
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For  the  major  dramatic  production  of  this  Folio,  Arnold  Tager's  production  of 
Hamlet,  WBAI  forsook  the  studio  for  the  Hudson  River  boat  basin  in  upper 
Manhattan.  Parts  of  the  Shakespeare  classic  were  recorded  in  the  early  morning 
to  avoid  city  sounds  while,  at  the  same  time,  taking  advantage  of  the  natural 
ambiance  and  echo  of  the  surroundings.  The  full  scale  production  features  Mr. 
Tager  in  the  title  role,  with  Bryarly  Lee  as  Ophelia,  Robert  Hacha  as  Claudius, 
Aria  Frangos  as  Gertrude,  and  Jerry  Raphel  as  Polonius.  It  was  produced  by 
Dick  Elman  and  Gene  McGarr  for  Pacifica  Radio. 

Mr.  Tager  is  an  actor,  director  and  designer,  and  the  producer  of  When  I 
Was  a  Child  at  the  41st  Street  Theatre.  He  has  directed  at  the  Woodstock 
Playhouse,  and  appeared  with  the  New  York  Shakespeare  Festival.  In  addition 
to  many  appearances  as  an  actor  on  radio  and  television,  he  is  represented 
in  several  private  collections  as  a  sculptor.  KPFK  listeners  will  remember  his 
reading  of  The  Good  Soldier  Schweik.  His  production  of  Hamlet  will  be 
broadcast  Sunday,  July  28  at  7.30  p.m. 

Sometime  in  the  middle  fifties  The  Goon  Show  burst  upon  the  British 
listening  public  like  a  volcano.  Many  adored  it,  some  abhorred  it,  but  no  one 
ignored  it.  Such  an  explosion  could  not,  of  course,  be  contained  by  the  British 
Isles,  and  the  BBC  has  managed  to  infiltrate  practically  every  English-speaking 
country  in  the  world  with  it.  Many  Pacifica  listeners  have  already  been  subtly 
destroyed  through  Goon  Show  addiction  through  a  series  of  the  programs 
broadcast  last  year  and  earlier. 

Since  the  heyday  of  Goonery,  Peter  Sellers,  Harry  Secombe,  and  Spike 
Milligan  have  achieved,  individually,  the  heights  of  fame  in  the  entertainment 
world  and  it  is  rare  for  all  three  to  be  in  one  country  at  the  same  time — 
consequently  no  new  Goon  Shows  have  been  produced  for  several  years. 
However,  the  BBC  has  scraped  about  in  the  mustier  parts  of  the  Archives  to 
come  up  with  21  programs  never  before  released  and — with  all  the  sinister 
glee  of  Grytpype-Thynne  himself — we  now  gladly  subject  you  to  them,  Monday 
evenings  at  ten.  (If  you've  never  been  able  to  make  out  what's  going  on,  tune 
in  fifteen  minutes  early  on  the  22nd,  and  Fred  Haines  will  obligingly  confuse 
you  yet  further.)
